BIKE THIEVES PUT 
BRAKES ON CLUB 


MEMBERS of a cycling club have been 
forced to halt their activities after thieves 
cleared out their entire stock of bikes. 

Walsall Arboretum Community Cycling Club only 
launched at the end of September. Many of the mem¬ 
bers are pensioners and the club gives them the oppor¬ 
tunity to exercise and to meet others. 


But thieves broke into a com¬ 
pound at the beauty spot and 
stole all 11 of their bicycles. 

The group, whose oldest mem¬ 
ber is aged 85, has had to suspend 
outings for the time being until 
they can replace the equipment. 

The members had received a 
£3,000 grant from Sport England 
get the club up and running. 

Lesley Easter, Cycling UK’s cy¬ 
cling development officer for the 
West Midlands, said: “We had 
our first meeting when the bikes 
were delivered on September 26 
and we’ve seen continuous high 
participation. 

“The group is made up mostly 
of bright and brilliant senior citi¬ 
zens, most of them ladies, includ¬ 
ing Joan, the eldest at 85 years 
old. The bicycles were brand new, 
and chosen specifically for new or 
unconfident cyclists. It is an up¬ 
setting crime.” 

Tina Eglington, aged 48, used 
the sessions to boost her shaky 
confidence on two wheels and 
give her a new focus in life. 

She said: “I’m a full-time carer

for my son who has mental disa¬ 
bilities, so this group has been a 
wonderful stress reliever during 
the little free time I have. 

“I’ve loved it, I can’t begin to 
tell you how much it’s changed 
my life. It’s become a real little 
community, with no judgement 
as we’re all in the same boat. 

“When I heard about what 
happened I wanted to cry.” 

Cycling UK has now launched 
an appeal for people to donate 
unwanted bikes to the group so 
they can continue. 

The group, which provides free 
lessons for adults, was started 
as part of the Big Bike Revival 
- a scheme and series of events 
across England and Scotland en¬ 
couraging people to make every 
day journeys on their bikes.

MURDER 

Killer father to serve 
33 years behind bars 

A KILLER father who smothered his young 
children with a petrol-soaked rag and then 
tried to kill his wife in a gas explosion at 
their home has been jailed for life. 

Endris Mohammed, aged 47, also tried 
to murder his partner, Penil Teklehaimanot, 
by setting fire to the family home in Ham- 
stead, Great Barr, and puncturing the gas 
pipes. 

But the fire didn’t take hold and Ms 
Teklehaimanot was woken by a smoke 
alarm. 

Mohammed had denied the murders, 
claiming diminished responsibility alleg¬ 
edly caused by a depressive disorder. 

Mohammed was found guilty of two 
counts of murder and one of attempted 
murder after a two-week trial and will be 80 
before he gets out of jail 

He fled in his Uber cab after killing Saros 
and Leanor at their home in Holland Road 
on October 28 last year. 

Mohammed claimed he had decided to 
end his own life over money worries but 
police found the family could live off his 
wife’s earnings as a care worker.

TRAGEDY 

Inquest opens on 
driver who hit tree 

THE inquest on a 21-year-old father who 
was killed when his car hit a tree has 
opened. Kieron Ford was driving a silver 
VW Golf in Ingram Road, Bloxwich, which 
crashed at around 11.30pm on October 20. 

Despite the efforts of paramedics, he 
died shortly after midnight. 

Mr Ford’s 17-year-old brother was a 
passenger in the car and suffered serious 
internal injuries and multiple fractures. He 
remains in hospital. 

The inquest hearing at Oldbury on Mon¬ 
day, heard a post-mortem revealed Mr 
Ford, a roofer who had lived in Harden 
Close, Bloxwich, died after losing a large 
amount of blood. 

Coroner Zafar Siddique adjourned the 
inquest until January 29.

Metro extension 'just the beginning' 



A £250 million Metro extension in the 
Black Country is ‘just the first’ in a host 
of ambitious plans to revitalise the West 
Midlands economy, the region’s Mayor 
has said. 

Andy Street hailed the Government’s 
decision to award the West Midlands 
Combined Authority a grant to start 
work on the tram line between Brier- 
ley Hill and Wednesbury. And the Con¬ 
servative Mayor said that he was now 
committed to pushing for more funding 
to get other transport schemes off the 
ground. Mr Street made the Metro ex¬ 


tension his number one transport pri¬ 
ority and had lobbied the Government 
for funding even before he was elected 
as Mayor in May. “The critical thing is 
that’s not the end,” he said. 

“This is just the first major step. We 
have got other Metro extensions, and 
other investments in rapid buses, so we 
must continue to assemble the case for 
more transport investment. 

“We have got to start thinking about 
how we can put those things together.” 

Other transport schemes in the works 
include Metro extensions to Edgbas- 


ton and Curzon Street in Birmingham, 
along with a proposal to extend the line 
to Birmingham Airport. 

The West Midlands was the only re¬ 
gion to be guaranteed its transport 
funding ahead of the Budget, which took 
place yesterday, Wednesday. 

“We can be really clear on this. We put 
our bids in for the housing deal and the 
housing infrastructure fund, along with 
other combined authorities,” he said. 

“We always expected they were not 
going to be announced in the Budget. 
That is more likely to come in January.” 


Hospital's £297,000 

bill for translators 


CASH-STRAPPED Walsall Manor 
Hospital had to fork out almost 
£300,000 on translators last year 
- nearly double the amount spent 
the previous year. 

Punjabi, Polish, Arabic and Roma¬ 
nian are among the most commonly 
requested services although Walsall 
Manor bosses also have to bring in 
people to perform sign language for 
deaf patients. 

Bengali, Urdu, Slovak, Gujarati and 
Hungarian are also frequently required. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust spent 
£296,815 on translation services in 2016/17, 
compared to sums between £153,000 and 
£157,000 in the three previous years. 

Although they said the substantial in¬ 
crease last year included paying invoices 
for the previous 12 months after the pro¬ 
vider for the service changed hands. 

While they also stated the translation 
service is more in demand because it is 
being promoted more. 

Disadvantaged 

A trust spokeswoman said: “The NHS 
Constitution and the Equality Act (2010) 
requires that healthcare services are ac¬ 
cessible to everyone who is eligible to use 
them, and that no members of the commu¬ 
nity are disadvantaged. 

“It is important that patients under¬ 
stand what it is they are consenting to and 
any impact or risks involved. It is not ap¬ 
propriate for our clinical staff or patients’ 
relatives to translate information to or 
from patients. It is not just issues with lan¬ 
guages that lead patients to use the service, 
we also provide interpreters for people with 
hearing and sight disabilities.” 

The trust’s overall financial position 
originally forecast a £20.5m overspend 
against its budget this year. 

Although the latest performance report 
reveals they are already above that over¬ 
spend target by nearly £1.9m in the first six 
months of the year. 


Sheepish Motty and pals wear it well

LEGENDARY football commenta¬ 
tor John Motson was back in the 
hot seat at the Banks’s Stadium for 
the first time in 22 years and even 
wore his famous sheepskin coat. 

It was 1995 when Motty was last 
in Walsall when the then Division 
3 side drew 1-1 in an FA Cup clash 
with Leeds United who were in the 
Premier League. But this time the 
72-year-old - who retires at the end 
of the season - was not describing 
the action of the big match but the 
highlights of his 50-year career. 


And he had vertigo inducing 
memories of the ground saying: “I 
remember it because where I was 
sitting on the camera platform, I 
could see all the traffic on the M6 
and I thought crikey!” 

Motty - who has covered 10 
World Cups, 10 European Champi¬ 
onships, 29 FA Cup finals and more 
than 200 England games - also said 
he admires the family feel of Wal¬ 
sall FC. He said: ”1 know it’s a very 
popular club. In fact a friend of 
mine was a ticket holder here and 


he was going to an away game and 
he missed the coach and the Wal¬ 
sall chief executive took him in his 
car. That’s the sort of human club 
that they are.” 

At the event called An Evening 
with John Motson last Thursday, 
held at the Banks’s he was chatting 
on stage his ex-school friend and 
Sky sports presenter Gary Newbon. 

They discussed some managers 
and players they knew includ¬ 
ing icons like Brian Clough, Bill 
Shankly and Sir Alex Ferguson. 


Jail for inept 
burglar who 
was caught 
out by CCTV 

A BUNGLING burglar who has never 
taken anything during a string of crimes 
has been jailed for two years and five 
months. 

Terrence Clarke, of Hamstead Road, 
Great Barr, has been convicted of at¬ 
tempting to break into at least seven 
properties over the past 14 years but al¬ 
ways left the scene empty-handed, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Simon Hanns, prosecuting, said 
the 53-year-old struck during the early 
hours of September 28 at a house in 
Hamstead Road. 

He was unable to gain entry, but the 
sophisticated CCTV system had taken 
his picture and emailed it to the prop¬ 
erty’s owner, who was away at the time. 

The photo was put on Facebook and 
Clarke was identified by both a former 
relative and a police officer, who once 
played rugby with him. 

Clarke admitted one offence of tres¬ 
pass with intent to burgle and asked for 
another to be taken into consideration. 
Miss Naomi Nelson-Cofie, defending, 
said: “He does not want to provide an 
explanation or mitigation. 

“Something in his life went wrong but 
he will not say what. He just wants to 
complete his sentence and restart his 
life.”

Valerie Vaz, Labour MP for Walsall 
South, welcomed young politicians to 
the House of Commons for the ninth 
annual sitting.

'Predatory 
behaviour' 
A&E doctor 
is struck off 

AN A&E doctor accused of being sex¬ 
ually aroused when he approached 
two female colleagues has been struck 
off. Dr Mohammed Yasin, aged 30, de¬ 
nied sexual misconduct during the 
incident in which he hugged them 
tightly. 

He also allegedly moved his hands 
down their bodies and thrust against 
them, pressing his upper legs into the 
two women who claimed the doctor 
was ‘pleased’ to see them. 

At a medical tribunal Yasin, who 
was working as a locum at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton, denied 
their claims saying the women may 
have been confused as he had a Nokia 
Candybar handset and car key fob in 
his trouser pocket. 

He also said he hugged the women - 
known as Miss A and Miss B - because 
he wanted to ‘fit in’ and had seen 
other colleagues of a similar back¬ 
ground to himself doing the same. 

At the Medical Practitioners Tribu¬ 
nal Service in Manchester, a discipli¬ 
nary panel accepted Yasin ‘may well 
have had such items in his pocket’ at 
the time of the incident in April last 
year but found him guilty of sexually 
motivated conduct. 

Panel chairman Richard Tutt said: 
“Dr Yasin abused the special position 
of trust a doctor occupies and demon¬ 
strated sexually motivated predatory 
behaviour towards two junior female 
colleagues in the workplace.” 

vehicles seized in 
safety crackdown 

FOUR vehicles were seized and half a 
dozen drivers issued warning notices 
during a road safety crackdown. 

West Midlands Police pitched up at 
a spot in Bloxwich east last Wednes¬ 
day, November 15, along with officials 
from Walsall Council, the Driver and 
Vehicle Licensing Agency and HM 
Revenue & Customs. 

A total of 24 motorists were pulled 
over, some for multiple offences. 

Seven vehicles were reported for 
being in a dangerous condition, while 
tinted windows had to be removed 
from three cars. Three drivers had no 
insurance and two were found to have 
no licence. 

Kevin Pitt, police, engagement and 
consultation officer for Walsall, said: 
“Further operations are planned.”

Transit site plans still moving forward 


PLANS to develop a travellers transit 
site in Walsall are still being looked at 
despite the latest set of injunctions se¬ 
cured across the borough. 

Community and leisure chief Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Shires has said that hav¬ 
ing the 11 new traveller injunctions 
brought in is welcome news but added 
more needs to be done to prevent fur¬ 
ther problems in the future. The idea 
of setting up a transit site was mooted 
earlier this year and Councillor Shires 
has said that a recent visit to Widnes 


to see how such a site works proved to 
him that setting up one in Walsall is 
‘the right thing to do’. 

Councillor Shires said: “We now 
have 24 sites protected by injunctions. 
We have increased the number of of¬ 
ficers in our community protection 
team and we are actively looking for 
a plot of land which can be used as a 
transit site for travellers were they 
can stay for up to three months for 
which they would pay rent. We re¬ 
cently visited such a site in the North 


West where travellers can be directed 
to. If they don’t go onto the transit 
site then the police have the powers to 
move them on straight away. No wait¬ 
ing for court orders, it’s done there 
and then. This way we won’t be chas¬ 
ing our tails all the time. 

“At present, illegal encampments 
cost us around £300,000 a year but 
the cost of running and maintaining 
a travellers site is around £30,000 
a year, so money we save can be put 
back into frontline services.” 


Sites including beauty spot Barr 
Beacon, where more than 40 caravans 
were set up last month, are now cov¬ 
ered by a court injunction. 

They also cover Aldridge Airport, 
Walsall Arboretum, King George V 
Playing Fields in Bloxwich, Pelsall 
Common, Swannies Field and The 
Lea, The Croft in Aldridge, Victoria 
Park in Darlaston, the Wakes Ground 
car and lorry park in Willenhall, 
Wolverhampton Street car park and 
Aldridge Community Centre. 


Five Star service on way 
at community centre 


A NEW day centre for people 
with learning disabilities has 
opened its doors with boss¬ 
es declaring: “We are here to 
make a difference”. 

The Five Star Community Cen¬ 
tre, which is based on Willenhall 
Road, Darlaston, is now open 
after three years of hard work 
from managers Claire Neary and 
Wayne Haskett. 

The site includes a sensory room, 
activity hub, function room with a bar 
and a cafe and will be open Monday to 
Friday from 9 am to 4pm. 

The team is hopeful that the site 
can combat cuts to adult social care 
services across the borough and bring 
the community together. 

Registering 

Claire, who has worked in care for 
30 years, said: “This has taken us 
three years to get together, taking into 
account registering with the CQC and 
getting the building ready. 

“We are ready now and hope to be¬ 
come a key part of our community, we 
think our centre can offer services to 
people with learning disabilities that 
they can’t get elsewhere, our sensory 
room in particular is really special and 
something we are very proud to have. 

“We are not here to make millions, 
we are here to make a difference to the 
lives of people who need our help.” 

The centre will take stock of how 
many members of staff are required 
after a few months of seeing how 
much the site is used. 

The opening day was attended 
by Walsall mayor councillor Marco 
Longhi, who cut the ribbon at an offi¬ 
cial opening ceremony. 

Claire said: “It was great for us to 
have the mayor come along and sup¬ 
port us, it really means a lot. 

“The opening day went great and 
we hope to be working with the com¬ 
munity very soon.”

TWENTY three BMWs and 17 Audis 
were are among 180 seized vehicles 
which have been sold at auction by 
West Midlands Police. 

The haul has raised £284,480 for 
the force and included one vehicle sold 
for £19,700. 

Not all cars seized by the police 
were sold at auction, with 4,740 so far 
sent for crushing this year. 

In total 8,091 have been seized from 
the roads in 2017, most for being un¬ 
insured. 

The vehicles seized are part of a 
crackdown by police on uninsured 
and unlicensed drivers over the past 
12 months.

Victoria Cross hero 


A VICTORIA Cross hero who rushed 
to save his captain from certain death 
in battle 160 years ago has been hon¬ 
oured with a plaque. 

William James Thompson was 
serving with The King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps during the Indian Mutiny when 
on July 9, 1857, he saved the life of 
Captain Wilson. The captain was sur¬ 
rounded by a party of Ghazees, who 
had made a sudden attack on him. 

Noticing the predicament of his of¬ 
ficer the Staffordshire-born soldier 
rushed to his aid, and killed two of the 
attackers. It was also mentioned in his 
citation that his conduct throughout 
the Siege of Lucknow was conspic¬ 
uous in its gallantry. He was elected 
by members of his regiment and pre¬ 
sented with his VC by Queen Victo¬ 
ria at Home Park, Windsor Castle 
on November 9, 1860. And at Walsall

School in Walsall to mark 100 years to 
the day that John Henry Car less died. 

An Ordinary Seaman for the Royal 
Navy, Carless was aboard the HMS 
Caledon on November 17, 1907, dur¬ 
ing the Battle of Heligoland Bight, 
when he was mortally wounded in the 
abdomen. But he fought on bravely 


helping other injured men and con¬ 
tinued to man his gun position until 
he collapsed and died. 

Carless was posthumously awarded 
the Victoria Cross in June 1918. 

Mayor of Walsall Marco Longhi 
said: “Members of the Carless family 
asked me if I wanted to be involved 
with commemorating 100 years since 
his death and I said absolutely. When 
Walsall Council found out what I was 
doing they said why don’t we mark all 
three Victoria Cross winners, in par¬ 
ticular James Thompson who unfor¬ 
tunately became a pauper.” 

“We were concerned he didn’t have 
a commemorative stone. He is buried 
at Queen Street Cemetery, although 
we do not know the specific location, 
but it would not have been appropri¬ 
ate to have the stone there so we had 
it here at the leather museum.” 


Killer father told: You 
snuffed out young lives

“YOU deliberately snuffed out their 
young lives,” the words of a judge who 
addressed a murdering father who 
smothered his young children with a 
rag soaked in petrol. 

Endris Mohammed must serve a minimum of 
33 years as Mr Justice Andrew Gilbart jailed him 
for life at Birmingham Crown Court. Mohammed 
murdered his son Saros, aged eight, his daughter 
Leanor, six and then tried 
to kill his wife in a gas ex¬ 
plosion at their home. 

The 47-year-old also 
tried to murder his part¬ 
ner, Penil Teklehaimanot, 
by setting fire to the fam¬ 
ily home in Hamstead, 
Great Barr, and punctur¬ 
ing the gas pipes. But the 
fire didn’t take hold and 
Ms Teklehaimanot was 
woken by a smoke alarm. 

Mohammed - who orig¬ 
inally came to the UK 
from Ethiopia - had de¬ 
nied the murders, claim¬ 
ing diminished responsibility allegedly caused by a 
depressive disorder. 

But Mr Justice Andrew Gilbart said: “You de¬ 
signed to kill all three.” 

Passing sentence at Birmingham Crown Court, 
Mr Justice Gilbart told Mohammed: “This country 
has a long proud history of welcoming those from 
abroad who flee from persecution. Both of you had 
done so, and established your lives here in Birming¬ 
ham, along with your two children. 


“However that secure and apparently happy fam¬ 
ily life was destroyed by you.” 

The Judge said the children had trusted their 
father and were enjoying a half-term ‘sleepover’ 
downstairs at the house. “You repaid their trust in 
you by killing them,” he added. 

Mohammed smothered the two children with a 
petrol-soaked rag before starting a blaze. 

The kitchen cooker was dislodged, leaking gas 
into the home, the back door locked and the key 
tossed onto the front lawn, denying the family any 
chance of escape, prosecutor Mr Jonas Hankin QC 
had told the court. 

The bodies of the children were pulled from the 
house as it went up in flames by their mother and a 


neighbour, before being placed on the garden. 

The trial heard how little Leanor was briefly re¬ 
vived at the scene but died later in hospital. 

Mohammed was driving on the M6 as neighbours 
and paramedics battled to save his children, with 
his taxi later set on fire 40 miles away in Newcas¬ 
tle-under-Lyme, Staffordshire. 

The killer was found on the ground next to the 
vehicle with serious burns and spent three months 
in hospital. 

He fled in his Uber cab after killing Saros and 
Leanor in Holland Road on October 28 last year. 

The taxi driver, who has set his car alight on the 
night of the killings, had admitted smothering his 
children.

Rapists let 
off with a 
caution, in 
new figures 

RAPISTS, paedophiles and drug deal¬ 
ers are among offenders being ‘let off 
with cautions in the West Midlands. 

More than 8,000 cautions, where a 
criminal admits an offence, have been 
issued in the region over the last two 
years, including some for sexual of¬ 
fences against children. 

The figures were today branded as 
‘sickening’ by campaigners. The infor¬ 
mation, released under the Freedom 
of Information Act, shows cautions 
were issued in the West Midlands: 

• 49 times for sexual offences on 
women aged 13 and older and once 
for a rape of a girl aged between 13 
and 15 

#189 times for wilful neglect of a 
child 

• Eight times when adults had sex¬ 
ual activity with a girl 

• Eight times for carrying imita¬ 
tion firearms or air guns. 

But police said the information in 
the FOI shouldn’t be taken ‘out of 
context’ and that cautions carry ‘real 
sanctions’ with ‘long-term implica¬ 
tions’. The figures show that hun¬ 
dreds of drug users were issued with 
cautions, including one case of posses¬ 
sion of crystal meth, 270 cases of co¬ 
caine, 25 crack cocaine, 51 heroin, and 
902 for cannabis. A total of 19 drug 
dealers were also cautioned. 

There was also one caution issued 
for bigamy. 

Campaigner Ian Jenkins used an 
FOI to reveal the figures. The Mid¬ 
lands Lib Dem activist said: “It is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable to give cautions 
for rape or sexual assaults, including 
children. It is sickening and will make 
people think that evil paedophiles and 
abusers can commit these acts.” 

Woman sees off 
bogus salesmen 

AN elderly woman whacked a pair of 
bogus callers with her stick when she 
suspected they were trying to trick 
their way into her home. 

Two people approached the prop¬ 
erty on Fullbrook Road, in The 
Delves, trying to sell gold, but having 
been targeted before the woman ques¬ 
tioned the culprits. 

She rebuffed them with her stick 
when one of the suspects put his foot 
in the doorway. 

West Midlands Police said it was 
now investigating after the woman 
reported the incident to them. It hap¬ 
pened at around 2.30pm on November 
10. Neighbourhood officers have been 
on the lookout for suspicious callers.

Firm fined 
£390kafter 
worker is 
left injured 

A FIRM has been fined £390,000 and 
told to pay £24,000 costs after a weld¬ 
er was crushed by a 2.8 ton cylinder. 

Andrew King was known to be 
doing a potentially dangerous job 
when disaster struck but The Angle 
Ring Company had not prepared a 
risk assessment for it, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

The 36-year-old was using a pro¬ 
pane lamp to weld plates onto the 
cylinder when it tipped forward and 
fell on him at the Broomfield Road, 
Tipton works on November 11, 2014. 

It fractured his left leg in three 
places and lacerated the right leg. The 
injuries could have been worse if a 
post had not inadvertently halted the 
cylinder. Mr King, who had worked 
at the firm for four years, said: “I 
shouted for help and felt blood inside 
by welder visor.” He was off work for 
nine months and is still suffering psy¬ 
chologically. 

There was a known danger of it 
moving forward during the process 
but Mr King had not been warned 
about the possibility, said Mr Har- 
preet Sandhu, on behalf of the Health 
and Safety Executive. He said: “There 
should’ve been a site specific risk as¬ 
sessment for this hazardous work.” 
Anti-creep devices have since been in¬ 
stalled by the steel bending firm. 

The firm, which had a previous 
health and safety breach conviction, 
pleaded guilty to failing to ensure the 
health and welfare of an employee. 

Disability event

WALSALL South MP Valerie Vaz 
hosts a Disability Confident event to¬ 
morrow (Friday).

Teacher censured over saucy emails 


A TEACHER used school equipment to send a mes¬ 
sage to a member of the public asking them to dress 
as a pupil ‘with white knickers’. 

Christopher Perry sent a number of emails ‘of a 
sexual nature’ from the device whilst working at St 
Francis Primary School in Shelfield, Walsall. 

He was sacked after failing to stop when asked to 
by bosses, but can stay in the profession. 

The messages were not sent to anyone connected 
to the school, or deemed criminal, but a regulator 
has described them as ‘misconduct of a serious na¬ 
ture which significantly fell short of standards ex¬ 
pected’. 

Among the emails sent by Mr Perry throughout 
October and November, 2016 was one which in¬ 


structed the recipient to ‘perform acts upon me’ live 
on online chat site Omegle. 

Another read: “I have always wanted to see you 
standing naked full length in the mirror with your 
beautiful hair flowing off your shoulders smiling at 
me.” 

In a further message Mr Perry said he ‘required’ 
someone to dress as a school girl. 

The Department for Education has ruled Mr 
Perry can remain in the profession after he admit¬ 
ted sending the emails. 

A professional conduct panel report reviewed the 
incidents stating that publishing the details of his 
misdemeanours would be enough to ‘send a mes¬ 
sage’ to the teacher without any further sanction. 


Their report said: “Mr Perry has failed to act with 
integrity and has failed to demonstrate consistently 
high standards of personal and professional con¬ 
duct.” 

It added: “After careful consideration the panel 
has concluded that Mr Perry’s conduct was not so 
serious as to justify prohibition from the profes¬ 
sion.” 

A joint statement from the school and Birming¬ 
ham Diocese said: “The school follows the robust 
ICT safeguarding system provided by Walsall 
Council. The school immediately contacted the 
appropriate authorities, suspended the individual 
responsible and started a thorough investigation 
resulting in dismissal last December.” 


Pupils send out Frank 
message over prejudice 


STUDENTS took part in a performance 
at Walsall College to mark the launch 
of a month-long Anne Frank exhibition. 

Pupils from Heath Park School in Wednesfield 
students joined with pupils of Holly Hall Academy, 
Dudley, for the performance. 

The pupils were inspired by teenage diarist Anne 
Frank, who famously charted her family’s time in 
hiding from German Nazis in Amsterdam. She died 
in Belsen concentration camp just weeks before it 
was liberated. 

The pupils, ambassadors for the Anne Frank 
Trust, investigated discrimination 70 years ago and 
compared it with prejudice today. 

The exhibition was launched on the 79th anni¬ 
versary of Kristallnacht, or the Night of Broken 
Glass, which saw the organised destruction of Jew¬ 
ish businesses and homes in Munich, and attacks 
on Jewish men, women and children in 1938. 

Libby Peers, assistant head at Heath Park, which 
hosted the exhibition for two weeks last June, said 
the collaboration with Holly Hall led to them ex¬ 
ploring two aspects of Anne Frank’s story, with the 
Dudley school focusing on the wartime prejudices. 

Testimony 

Pupils took on the role of different characters, in¬ 
cluding Nazi perpetrators as well as their victims, 
some of them using personal testimony from the 
time. Walsall mayor Marco Longhi welcomed the 
exhibition to the town, outlining the mix of cul¬ 
tures in his own extended family of Italian, Irish, 
Brazilian, Hungarian and Chinese. 

Special guest was Holocaust survivor Mindu 
Hornick who at 13 was sent to Auschwitz with her 
mother, sister and two younger brothers. Now 88 
and a grandmother, she lives in Birmingham and 
is dedicated to educating young people about the 
Holocaust. She will tell her story at Walsall College 
on the day the exhibition closes, December 6. 

Also present was Ahmad Nawad, 16, who sur¬ 
vived a Taliban attack on his school in Pakistan 
in 2014 when 130 fellow pupils died. He now lives 
in Birmingham and visits schools across the UK to 
talk about his ordeal. 

The display looks at Anne Frank’s childhood in 
Frankfurt and Amsterdam, with family images, 
wartime registration cards, a replica of her diary 
and photos she had on her wall in hiding. It also 
features modern day examples of discrimination.

Art price 
is manic 
Mundi for 
collector 

WE’VE all been there at some time or oth¬ 
er. You put a few quid away each month, 
build yourself a nice little nest egg, and 
then the mid-life crisis beckons. 

It’s just the way life goes. One minute 
you don’t have two pennies to rub togeth¬ 
er, then suddenly you think to yourself 
“I’ve got a spare £360 million knocking 
about in the bank earning a paltry interest 
rate, I think I will spend it on a picture for 
the dining room instead.” 

Well that’s what seems to have hap¬ 
pened for one person at least. Last week, 
a tatty and not-particularly attractive 
painting that might be by Leonardo Da 
Vinci, fetched a staggering 450 million 
dollars at Chris¬ 
ties in New York. 
That’s £360 million 
in real money. 

Now, I’m the 
first to admit I 
know nothing 
about fine art. 
When it comes to 
the masters, I’m a 
card-carrying phil¬ 
istine. I mean, The 
Mona Lisa? Yes, 
it’s better than I can do, but most things 
are. What differentiates that from, say, the 
work of a good art college lecturer? 

Some years ago, I saw the celebrat¬ 
ed paintings of Dudley by J W M Turner, 
which used to hang in the town’s art gal¬ 
lery before it closed. I suppose I ought to 
say what an uplifting and enriching expe¬ 
rience it was, but to be honest I thought 
they were a bit of a mess. 

I certainly prefer the work of Black 
Country artist, and all-round nice guy, 
Graham Colbourne. But while Turner’s 
works are priceless treasures, Graham 
donates his to local charities. Yet even 
among those in the know, the £360m 
painting has received a distinctly luke¬ 
warm reaction. 

Jason Farago, of the New York Times 
called it “a proficient but not especial¬ 
ly distinguished religious picture from 
turn-of-the-16th-century Lombardy, put 
through a wringer of restorations.” 

What does interest me, though, is that 
in 1958 the same picture sold for £45, or 
just under a grand when you allow for in¬ 
flation. Back then, it was not thought to 
be by Da Vinci, so the inflated price is 
solely about who painted it, rather than 
any merit it might possess. 

Which is just as well, because if I want¬ 
ed that on my wall, I would not be cross¬ 
ing the Atlantic with my chequebook. I 
would cut the print out of the catalogue, 
and head down to Wilko for a frame.

I had 
lunch with him once in a wine bar in Wolver¬ 
hampton and I can’t recall an interview attract¬ 
ing so much interest, and obvious affection, 
from customers. It was inevitable that The 
Young Ones generation would eventually make 
it to the classical stage; Lenny Henry once told 
me his dream was to play Malvolio.

cealed operation. You know how it is. You open 
one Russian troll and there’s another troll inside. 

THANKS for your memories of words spoken 
by teachers many years ago which have stuck 
in your memory. A reader who taught geogra¬ 
phy for 40 years describes asking one of his 
former pupils what, if anything, he remembered 
about his lessons. “I was hoping for some pro¬ 
found geographical memory,” he says. Instead, 
the pupil recalled: “I spilt some ink on the class¬ 
room carpet and you called me a berk”. 

AND before some of you of a certain age 
reach for the keyboard for a good harrumph, 
I am ahead of you. Carpet in the classroom? 
Luxury. 

I WROTE recently about the Co-op Bank no 
longer supplying addressed envelopes for cus¬ 
tomers to send their credit-card payments. A 
reader asks: “When did banks do anything to 
help their customers?” The common view of 
business, he says, is that their idea of “helping” 
customers is to make it increasingly difficult to 
contact them by letter or phone. If you’re not on 
email, you’re stuffed. 

LINDER the headline “CofE to allow boys to 
wear dresses,” the latest Private Eye magazine 
pokes fun at the Church of England which has 
suggested children should be able to “try out 
the many cloaks of identity,” with little boys 
being allowed to wear tutus and girls to wear 


tool belts if they wish. The Eye makes the point 
that CofE clergy are regularly seen in elaborate 
“non-gender” vestments. This surely rings a bell 
with older Eye readers who recall a classic 1986 
front cover during the furious debate on female 
ordination. It showed three smiling bishops in 
their magnificent flowing robes with the caption: 
“Who needs women priests when they’ve got 
us?” 

I WATCHED The Boy with the Topknot 
(BBC2), Sathnam Sanghera’s tale of growing 
up in Wolverhampton in a family stalked by 
mental illness. Later, I picked up the copy of 
his book he presented to me nine years ago. In 
the acknowledgments he noted: “I would like to 
thank Peter Rhodes ... for giving me my first 
break in journalism.” I’m proud of helping this 
gifted young writer to get started in his career 
although, to be honest, I can’t recall doing much 
more than offering a few tips. The real leap for¬ 
ward in Sathnam Sanghera’s life came from 
something once available to millions of bright 
working-class kids. A grammar-school educa¬ 
tion. 

FASCINATING to see Theresa May “locking 
in” the timing of Britain leaving the EU by writing 
the departure date into law. I seem to recall that 
the timing of general elections was locked into 
law, setting them at five-yearly intervals, until 
Mrs May thought a snap election would be a 
good idea. When politics is involved, there ain’t 
a legal lock that can’t be picked.

Nor can I 
explain why a TV series has been made when 
a perfectly fine movie of Howards End already 
exists.

Why do we always hear ‘there’s a lot of 
bad ‘uns out there’? Yes I am sure that is 
the case but there are also a lot of good 
‘uns as well, so let’s hear more about 
them instead. 

It is a shame that sometimes it does 
take something bad to happen to really 
show the true character of people. 

Often the people you think will be there 
by your side disappear into thin air, but 
maybe somebody you feel you hardly 
know, or don’t know at all, goes above 
and beyond. 

And with all the awful atrocities this 
year, somewhere, among all the tragedy 
and sadness, there are tales of heroism, 
kindness, on both a small and major 
scale.

The highway patrol turned up to advise 
and luckily she had breakdown cover. 

So it was a case of waiting, probably 
for the best part of an hour, on the hard 
shoulder. As advised they got out of the 
car and stood outside. 

It was cold, windy and wet and trying 
to keep two children warm and a two- 
year-old from straying into danger is no 
mean feat as the cars race by. She called 
us from the roadside, scared and cold. 

Cars sped past but one kind man pulled 
over and offered her drinks and crisps for 
the kids and a coat to keep them warm. 

It probably cost him next to nothing but 
the difference that made to the situation 
was immense. When she safely arrived 
at her mum’s after having her car towed 
there, she called us to say all was fine. 

And the thing she most remembered 
was not the fear and cold but the fact 
that somebody had stopped to help. A 
little kindness, a lasting memory. 

Her mum put something on Facebook, 
and I hope he saw it, or somebody who 
knows him told him, as he deserves 
praise for what he did. 

OK you might say a small gesture - 
crisps and drinks don’t cost a lot - but for 
those few minutes the situation changed 
from despair to a warm glow at some¬ 
body’s kindness. So you see, there are a 
lot of good people out there.

Hole device moved stationery forward 


IT’S the small things that change lives 
for the greater good, things like the 
humble mouse trap, or the corkscrew. 

The bigger innovations, like nu¬ 
clear power, don’t impact so person¬ 
ally. The other day we celebrated the 
131st anniversary of the hole punch, 
and by default, the ring binder, two 
stationery items that complement 
themselves perfectly. Back in 1886 a 
German office supplier and inventor 
called Friedrich Soennecken designed 
and made the perfect tool that was to 
revolutionise document storage glob¬ 
ally. Having conquered the hole prob¬ 


lem, he came up with the ring binder, 
and today these two innovations can 
be seen on office shelves worldwide. 
Two years after these new office items 
were adopted, the Jack the Ripper 
murders made world headlines. The 
Whitechapel area that borders the city 
of London suffered the grisly deaths of 
five prostitutes, and so started the long 
slow process of establishing the iden¬ 
tity of the murderer.Over the years the 
tens of thousands of pages on the Rip¬ 
per murders have been securely held 
by two of the most simple of designs. 
It’s a sobering thought that when we 


transgress, and it is documented, today 
some 131 years after the most simple 
of storage designs ever invented, the 
chances of our misdeeds ending up in a 
government file are still high. 

Even though the computer has taken 
over the job of storing data, when the 
system crashes, and the data is lost, 
dusty files will be retrieved from long 
forgotten basement storage facilities, 
and historians will be able to see, in 
black and white, the history of man, in 
a ring binder, on paper, with holes in.

Self-help on

Motorists found to have a 
Euro VI vehicle not with a 
DPF can be prosecuted and 
fined £1,000. By removing 
the DPF, drivers instead 
spread toxic pollution 20 
times greater than that of a 
normal diesel car. 

DPFs can often become 
blocked or too dirty to 
function, causing issues 
like higher diesel fuel con¬ 
sumption, lack of power or 
torque and elevated system 
pressure. Costing thousands 
of pounds to replace, most 
drivers are not aware that 
these issues can be avoided 
by regularly cleaning their 
DPF with a specialised liq¬ 
uid additive.

Sculptures immortalise 
hero Great war soldiers

PERMANENT sculptures are 
being installed to commem¬ 
orate the efforts of the he¬ 
roic Great War soldiers who 
helped to create a Willenhall 
park.

Darren Rudge Landscapes. 

The project will be promoted at 
the Willenhall Town Centre Christ¬ 
mas Event on Saturday, December 2 


in Market Place. Alan Wood, Friends 
group chairman, said: “The funding 
provided for this project by Cory En¬ 
vironmental Trust Britain is hugely 
appreciated. 

“We have already benefited from the 
border renovations that Roots to Fruit 
has created and park users love the 
work they do with our community.” 

Walsall Council’s clean and green 


chief, Chris Jones said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to have secured the best of 
Walsall’s local artists and garden de¬ 
signers to create some very special 
features in Willenhall Memorial Park. 

“The project will support all the 
First World War activities taking place 
in the next 12 months, with our special 
commemorative event being planned 
for summer 2018.”

It was 
feared it may have to be demolished. 

Walsall Council Clean and green 
chief Councillor Christopher Jones 
said: “The fire has directly contrib¬ 
uted to missed collections. Everything 
is centred around Fryers Road. I would 
just say to residents bear with us if 
your collection is missed.” 

The cause of the November 5 fire 
has been confirmed as accidental. 

Councillor Jones added: “We are 


hoping that within four weeks it could 
be up and running again. Our big¬ 
gest fear was that the place had to be 
knocked down. I understand we can 
refurbish it, but it has to be refur¬ 
bished up to modern standards.” 

The council is unable to use the 
site to deposit bin collections. Instead 
household rubbish is being shuttled 
to Veolia’s site in Four Ashes while 
recyclables are being transported to 
Greenstar Environmental in Aldridge.

Mayor backs scheme 
to help the homeless 

A SCHEME that would see 
council homes given up to 
rough-sleeping drug addicts will 
prove to be ‘a good investment’, 
according to the West Midlands 
Mayor Andy Street. 

He wants the region to be the na¬ 
tional pilot scheme for Housing First, 
an initiative that gives free accom¬ 
modation to people who live on the 
streets in a bid to help them rebuild 
their lives. 

The scheme, which the Government will 
pay £15 million to fund over three years, re¬ 
quires local authorities in the Black Coun¬ 
try to give up housing stock. 

Mr Street said: “The issue is having the 
money to secure the places in accommoda¬ 
tion that I think we could make available 
across the West Midlands. 

“But what we are applying for is the 
funding to actually then pay for that ac¬ 
commodation. 

Shared 

“That’s why we have put our application 
into Government to be the pilot in the UK 
of this scheme.” 

Mr Street said the scheme was unlikely 
to use individual council houses and would 
instead ‘be looking at shared accommoda¬ 
tion in blocks of apartments’. 

When he was elected Mayor in May, Con¬ 
servative Mr Street pledged to make tack¬ 
ling homelessness his top priority. 

“We’ve got to make it appropriate so that 
it meets the issues we have here,” he said. 

“But I think we should try and develop it to 
be a success.” 

In 2016 in Wolverhampton more than 
8,300 people were on the waiting list for 
just 69 available council homes across 
the city. In Sandwell the waiting list was 
around 6,000 and in Walsall it was 8,600.

UNEMPLOYMENT continued to fall in the 
West Midlands in the three months to Sep¬ 
tember with 8,000 fewer out of work. 

The 155,000 registered as unemployed represents 
a regional jobless rate of 5.5 per cent - the joint high¬ 
est in the UK - and the employment rate of 72.4 per 
cent is the second lowest in the country. 


Nationally unemployment 
was down by 59,000 to 1.4 
million, the lowest figure 
in more than 12 years with 
a rate of 4.3 per cent, the 
latest Office for Nationals 
Statistics figures revealed. 

The number in work fell 
by 14,000 - the biggest drop 
in more than two years - to 
just over 32 million. 

Benefits 

Nationally the claimant 
count, those claiming un¬ 
employment-related bene¬ 
fits, increased by 1,100 to 
806,100 last month. For the 
West Midlands it was down 
1,295 to 84,620 or 2.3 per 
cent of the working popu¬ 
lation.

Tickets fraudster to 
pay back £10,000 


A LAW student who flogged 
fake gig tickets to dupe peo¬ 
ple out of almost £10,000 has 
walked from court with a 
suspended sentence. 

But would-be England sports¬ 
woman Zainab Pervaiz - who 
cheated Justin Bieber, Beyonce 
and Adele fans of their cash - 
must pay it all back. 

The Walsall fraudster fooled at least 
16 unsuspecting pop fans into buying 
the non-existent tickets on eBay. 

She previously trained at the Eng¬ 
land football camp, played for her 
local cricket team and lost her job as a 
paralegal at Fountain Solicitors after 
bosses discovered she had been rip- 
ping-off victims. 

Sentencing at Birmingham Crown 
Court, Judge Simon Drew said: “That

was £10,000 not raised in order for 
you to survive but essentially, for you 
to enjoy certain luxuries in your life. 

“You have come within a whisker of 
an immediate, substantial, sentence 


of imprisonment.” Pervaiz launched 
her con after befriending a woman 
suffering from post traumatic stress 
disorder. The defendant, of Swan Pool 
Grove, later ‘manipulated’ the wom¬ 
an’s grandfather to allow her to use 
his PayPal account. 

She conned customers into transfer¬ 
ring cash for fake tickets, advertised 
on eBay, into his account before mov¬ 
ing cash into hers. 

Complained 

Unhappy customers complained 
when tickets failed to arrive, alerting 
her ‘vulnerable’ friend and grand¬ 
father - who was forced to fork out 
£7,000 to refund Pervaiz’ victims. 

Pervaiz, who admitted 16 counts 
of fraud by false representation, was 
handed a two-year sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years. She must pay 
£9,982 compensation.

Photo album sheds new 
light on Sunbeam story 


A PHOTO album snapped up 
at auction has sent ripples of 
excitement through the small 
but devoted community of 
Sunbeam motor car enthusi¬ 
asts. 

The piece of transport history 
contains photographs and infor¬ 
mation about every item - from 
cars to wheel nuts - produced at 
the Wolverhampton-based Sun¬ 
beam factory between 1931-33. 

Sunbeam, one of the great names in 
British car manufacturing, employed 
4,500 people at the height of its suc¬ 
cess in the 1920s. But despite its rep¬ 
utation for quality cars, it fell into 
financial difficulties and production 
was stopped in 1935. Rootes took over 
but many precious records were subse¬ 
quently lost or thrown out. 

Much work has been done by fans 
of the iconic brand, who launched the 
Sunbeam Talbot Darracq (STD) Regis¬ 
ter in 1950 for owners and supporters,

to preserve documents, drawings and 
other data relating to the car. They are 
thrilled by this latest discovery. 

Ben Yates, archivist of the STD 
Register, said: “The album is an im¬ 
portant find. We’ve never had a full 
record for any period of production so 
this is really quite special. It’s an of¬ 
ficial company reference volume - we 
never even knew of the existence of 
Sunbeam’s own listings. 

Continuous 

“We have other albums of photos 
produced by various companies but 
not a continuous record of production 
over more than two years, showing not 
only all the company’s products but 
the works, state-of-the-art machines 
and people working them.” 

The group paid almost £1,000 for 
the album at a recent auction by Cut- 
tlestones in Wolverhampton. It was 


previously owned by a local man, now 
72, whose grandfather worked at Sun¬ 
beam, thought to be as a toolmaker. 

His father also worked for the com¬ 
pany, joining directly from school, 
and towards the end of its existence 
was based in the bus section. He 
then transferred to Guy Motors, who 
bought the Sunbeam Trolleybus Com¬ 
pany in 1949. 

According to the vendor, who does 
not wish to be named, his father ‘res¬ 
cued’ the album in 1935 when Sun¬ 
beam went into liquidation as the 
volume, along with the majority of 
company records were simply being 
thrown out. 

Mr Yates said: “This is a story we 
have heard from many former Sun¬ 
beam employees, particularly at the 
Wolverhampton rallies the STD or¬ 
ganised from the 1950s until the 
Centenary Rally in 1999. There are, 
apparently, no longer any surviving 
employees.” 

Realising its importance, and with 
no descendants to pass the album on 
to, the vendor offered it for sale.

The Lemon Twigs, a New 
York quartet based around 
brothers Brian and Michael 
D’Addario, former Broad¬ 
way stage kids, are brash, 
bizarre and brilliant.

Striker claimed £14,000 in benefits 

Footballer pays penalty 
for disability deception 


THE final whistle has blown 
on a footballing fraud¬ 
ster who netted more than 
£14,000 in disability benefits 
while banging in the goals on 
a Sunday morning. 

Gary Wilson was a prolific strik¬ 
er and appeared to be a picture of 
perfect health, with a goalscoring 
record to prove it. 

The 30-year-old was once apparently 
on the books of Newcastle United. But 
while he was repeatedly hitting the 
back of the net at the weekend, he had 
told benefit officials he needed help to 
put on his shoes and socks and had dif¬ 
ficulty getting out of bed or into the 
bath without assistance. 

Struggled 

Father of four Wilson, of St Chad’s 
Road, Bilston had told the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions (DWP) 
he needed ‘physical support’ after just 
a few minutes on his feet. But inves¬ 
tigators finally caught up with him 
at a Wolverhampton Sunday League 
fixture. 

Wilson was filmed via undercover 
camera shooting from distance and 
making tackles without any show of 
discomfort for Steelman’s Lounge FC. 

Statistics on the website of another 
Sunday League club he played for in 
the 2014/15 season - Willenhall side 
Loft FC - show Wilson hit the back of 
the net 26 times. 

At Walsall Magistrates Court last 
month, Wilson admitted illegally 
claiming Disability Living Allowance 
from November 2012 to May last year 
by failing to reveal his capabilities had

improved. He also admitted illegally 
claiming around £500 worth of Em¬ 
ployment and Support Allowance by 
not declaring he was working between 
January 2 and February 22, 2013. 

Wilson was sentenced to 18 weeks in 
jail, suspended for two years. He must 
pay £135 costs and a £115 surcharge 
and carry out a 20-day rehabilitation

activity requirement. He will also be 
subject to a three-month curfew, from 
8pm to 6am. 

Defending, Miss Seema Kapoor, said 
Wilson had a history of physical prob¬ 
lems dating back to 2012 and, while 
he still suffered numerous ailments, 
he no longer met the threshold for dis¬ 
ability payments.

It features classics like Putting On The Ritz, Fly Me To

Paul looks to serve up a 
tasty treat in new series 


S ay what you like about the 
latest Bake Off - and there 
are those of us who still feel 
nostalgic for the BBC days despite 
having great respect for Channel 
4’s handling of the series - but the 
latest run was an unmitigated 
success. 

At 11 million viewers, the final 
was watched by the channel’s 
biggest audience in 32 years (the 
1985 drama A Woman of 
Substance pipped it to the post), 
and the second-biggest ever in 
Channel 4 history. It was still 
behind the Beeb’s 2016 final, 
which drew in 14.8 million, but let’s 
not split macarons here - after all, 
Prue Leith did give away the 
winner 12 hours before 
transmission... 

Anyway, the anchor which 
enabled the new cast-judge 
Leith, and hosts Sandi Toksvig and 
Noel Fielding - to merge almost 
seamlessly into the old format was 
Paul Hollywood, the blue-eyed 
baking pro who’s been with the 
show since series one. He’s 
become notorious for his strict 


judging style as well as the 
occasional praise he doles out to 
those (very few) deserving bakers 
-the “Hollywood Handshake” has 
become serious currency in Bake 
Off circles. 

The fact is, Hollywood knows his 
stuff. He began working at a 
bakery - his father’s - as a 
teenager, and went on to work as 
head baker at a number 
of prestigious hotels and 
restaurants throughout the UK and 
in Cyprus. This was all before he 
found fame. During this time, he’s 
learned a thing or two about 
baking. 

In this new series, he prepares to 
impart some of that knowledge - 
as well as, giving this series a 
rather unique twist, integrating 
some previously unseen footage 
from the Bake Off tent and even 
the auditions phase. This means 
it’s a must for any fans of the 
series, who are hungry for more 
helpings before the next series 
comes along. 

Noel and Sandi crop up, too, 
offering their inimitable insights, 


while Prue is also on hand to keep 
Paul in line. Think of it as a reunion, 
then - especially when previous 
contestants Val and Selasi turn up 
to challenge Paul to bake a 
pistachio and rose petal roulade. 
Which he does, of course, with 
customary panache. 

Other recipes - this is a 
baking show, after all - include 
Paul’s favourite pizza recipe: a 
courgette, lemon and thyme- 
topped bake, an unusual 
combination for which he gives 
credit to Venice. 

He also gets out and about, 
visiting the famous motor 
racing track Silverstone where he 
makes a childhood-favourite 
burger recipe for a barbecue 
held in the paddock, before 
heading back to the Bake 
Off tent with Prue, where he 
bakes a madeira celebration 
cake. He hands over the 
decoration of this particular 
confection to Noel and Sandi, who 
oblige with a “nude” meringue 
finish. Expect some risque puns 
about that, then.

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ROAD TEST 


Kodiaq is well up to the challenge 


By Carmel Stewart 

The Kodiaq SUV has the task of breaking 
new ground in the ever-expanding, highly 
competitive SUV market as Skoda’s first 
ever seven-seater. And it is well up to the 
challenge. 

As we have come to expect from Skoda, it 
covers pretty well all bases when it comes 
to choice - five engines (three petrol; two 
diesel), five trims, 2WD, 4WD, manual or 
DSG automatic transmissions and five or 
seven seats. Those two additional seats are 
standard in SE L trim and above and can be 
folded down into the floor when not in use. 

The long wheelbase and short overhangs 
of the Kodiaq allow for a reasonable amount 
of interior space and, although the middle 
row of seats can slide and fold, there is a high 
transmission tunnel which means piggy-in- 
the-middle will have to share foot space with 
those on either side. 

In addition, the rear two seats are really only 
suitable for smaller members of the family, or 
for the school-run. 

For a size comparison in the Skoda range, 
the Kodiaq is slightly longer than the Octavia, 
while in the SUV segment as a whole, it sits 
between the Hyundai Santa Fe and the Kia 
Sorento. 

The most economical of the engines tested 
was the robust 150ps 2.0litre diesel linked to 
the seven-speed DSG transmission which 
clocked an official average of 56.5mpg. 
Average economy of the smaller 1.4litre 150ps 
petrol unit was a touch under 40mpg and 
offers a nimble, composed and enjoyable 
drive. Well matched to the six-speed DSG, it 
tackled the steepest of inclines with ease.

Choice will come down to usage. For those 
who put in the miles and expect the Kodiaq to 
earn its keep, clearly the diesel will tick all the 
boxes. 

For school runs and city centre commutes, 
the petrol will more than suffice. 

Options well worth considering include the 
Drive Mode Select which allows the driver to 


adjust the engine management, gearing ratio 
and power steering input to suit varying road 
conditions. 

Ultra-modern connectivity, while not on 
everyone’s list, has been given a high priority 
in the Kodiaq, with the inclusion of the Skoda 
Connect online service which integrates 
all the traffic flow, Google Earth, fuel stops, 


parking info and the like, as well as an 
automatic emergency call in the event of an 
accident. In addition, a very useful app alerts 
the owner to any unauthorised movement of 
the car. 

Fun stuff to look for as you check out the 
trim levels include umbrellas in the door 
panels, ice scraper on the fuel cap, foot- 


activated power tailgate and rechargeable 
torch. 

The Kodiaq range has a starting price 
of £22,190 for the S trim, five-seat, 1.4 litre 
125ps manual petrol rising to £36,135 for the 
top spec seven-seat Edition, powered by 
the 2.0 litre 190ps diesel, 4x4 with the DSG 
transmission.

Ex-Walsall boss Chris 
tells of memory fears 



FORMER Walsall manager and Villa cap¬ 
tain Chris Nicholl has said he no longer 
remembers where he lives - due to brain 
damage caused by years of heading foot¬ 
balls. 

The 71-year-old, who still lives in the West 
Midlands, has said his condition is continuing to 
get worse. The Northern Ireland international 
won two League Cups with Villa in the 1970s, fa¬ 
mously netting a long-range stunner in the 1977 
final against Everton. 

After he retired from playing, Nicholl led Walsall to 
promotion from Division Three in 1995 during a three- 
year stint as manager. 

He spoke to former England striker Alan Shearer as 
part of a BBC documentary investigating links between 
dementia and heading footballs. 

Nicholl said: “I am brain-damaged from heading 
footballs. 

“My memory is in trouble. Everyone forgets regular 
things, where your keys are. 

“But when you forget where you live, that’s differ¬ 
ent. 

“I’ve had that for the last four or five years, it is defi¬ 
nitely getting worse. It bothers me.” 

Degenerative 

Nicholl is among a string of former pros - including 
Albion legend Jeff Astle - to have been struck down 
after their playing days have ended. 

Astle died in 2002 aged just 59 from chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy (CTE), a degenerative brain dis¬ 
ease caused by heading footballs. 

His family have been campaigning for years to get 
the Football Association and FIFA to conduct research 
into heading. 

Shearer, who made his top-flight debut as a teenager 
under Nicholl at Southampton, said: “It was tough to 
see the way Chris is now, because he gave me my debut. 

“He had me heading 100 or 150 balls a day to im¬ 
prove, but he did it for the right reasons.” 

The BBC documentary shows current Aston Villa 
captain John Terry admitting he encourages his 
11-year-old daughter Summer Rose to head the ball, 
even though experts fear girls are at the greatest risk 
of concussion. 

Shearer, 47, had scans and tests to examine how 
heading the ball affected him, amid fears he has sus¬ 
tained long-term damage. 

The results were revealed on the show, Alan Shearer,

The Match of the Day pundit said: “Nowhere near 
enough research has been done. The authorities have 
been very reluctant to find out any answers. 

“They have swept it under the carpet, which is not 
good enough. 

“Football must look after old players with dementia 
and put an end to this sense that, once you are done 
playing, you can be put on the scrapheap. 

“It’s a tough game, it’s a brilliant game, but we 
have to make sure it’s not a killer game.” 


Experts suspected heading footballs may cause 
brain damage and dementia for decades but a firm 
link was not made until the inquest into Astle’s 
death. 

A coroner found he died from a form of dementia 
called CTE, known as boxer’s brain, caused by head¬ 
ing footballs. 

In the 15 years since, neither the Football Associ¬ 
ation nor international body FIFA have funded any 
meaningful research into the dangers of heading 
footballs. 

FA medical director Charlotte Cowie accepted it 
had avoided the issue in the past but said: “I feel we 
like are running towards this problem at the mo¬ 
ment.” 

She said the FA were looking to study former pro¬ 
fessional footballers to get results as quickly as possi¬ 
ble, and it could ban children from heading the ball if 
early evidence showed it damaged the brain.
